DOUBLE TAXATION ISSUE, 


Arrangement in : the Measure Is 
Likely to Be Found Un- 
constitutional, 


BY JOHN CALLAN ‘O’LAUGHLIN 
Washington, D. C., April 26.—(Special.}— 
Bristling with constitutional and legal ques- 
tions, the income tax provision of the Wilson- 
Underwood bill will furnish the courts and 
lawyers with plenty of business for years to 
come. 

The more this measure is studied by con- 
stitutional and legal authorities, the more 
they are convinced that it opens a wide field 
of doubt as to whether it will be upheld by 
the Supreme court of the United States when 
it inelly reaches that tribunal. 

The amendment to the constitution author- 
izing the levying of en income tax grants 
congress the power to lay and collect taxes 
on incomes from whatever source derived 
* without apportionment among the several 
states and without regard to any census or 
enumeration.” 

It was necessary to specify the elimination 
of these conditions, because the constitution, 
as originally written, 

sentatives and direct. 

tioned among the several states which may 
be included withit the union, according to 
their respective numbers, etc.,”’ and further 
that no capitation or direct tax shall ve laid 
unless proportioned to the ceneus hereinbe- 
fore directed to be taken.“ 

However, there is another provision of the 
constitution which still estands—that all du- 
tles, imposte, and excises shall be uniform 
throughout the United States.“ 


Question of Uniformity. 

The fret question then that arises, and 
which will determine whether or not the 
Wilseon-Underwood measure shall stand, ig 
this: Is a graduated tax, euch as provided, 
uniform in the meaning of the constitution? 
Can a tax be uniform which exempts per 
sons whose incomes are not over $4,000 per 
annum and applies to persons in receipt of 
incomes above that amount? 

In order to avoid the question of nonuni- 
formity the Wilseon-Underwood bill hag made 
e“separate feature of the corporation tax. 

Moreover, the defenders of the bill point 
out that the Supreme court upheld the cor- 
poration tax law, which exempts corpora- 
tions earning leas than $5,000 from the opera- 
tions of the tax. They argue. therefore, 
that if congress can exempt corporation in- 
comes of less than 38, 000 it can exempt per- 
sonal incomes of less than $4.000. 


Double Taxation Comes Up. 

The question of dowble taxation also arises 
from the Wileon-Underwood bill. For the 
purpose of driving holiing companies out of 
business, 1 is provided that their income shal 
be taxed, as well as that of their subsidiary 
compenties. 

Thus if holding company X controls three 
companies, A, B, and C. these win pay the 
income tax on their incomes, and the hoid- 
ing company must pay the tax in the earn- 
inge they turn into ite treasury.

The mayor discusses at length the traction 
situation. He favor the consolidation of the 
surface and traction lines under the proper 
safeguards and the building of the subway 
by the merged lines in partnership with 
the city, both the traction properties aud 
the subway to become the property of the 
city eventually through'a plan of amortizing 
the city’s profits, —- 

He urges the city to take up the building 
of the outer harbor at once. He says he 
feels confident the legislature will give the 
city the authority to build the harbor. 

He urges that electric light, gas, and tele- 
phone rate regulation be disposed of imme 
diately and calls attention to the fact that 
these issues have been before the council for 
a.long time, 

The message will advocate the nt 
of legislation by the state enabling the city 
to fix ges rates that will stand the test of 
the Supreme court.

WIVES AND RACE SUICIDE.

Mrs. Herbert Parsons, whose husband was 
well known for his poli activities, wrote 
a book called The Family’ a few years 
ago. It was intended as a test book, but 
somehow or other it got into the hands of 
the reviewers and made such a sensation 
that the best sellers ’’ of fiction were for- 
gotten.

* ‘Coming. out "is a custom not peculiar to 
civilization. Our debutantes are apt to be 
older, to de sure, than those elsewhere. In- 
stead of & year or two abroad or in a fin- 
ishing school,’ savage giris usually spend but 
a few weeks or months in a lonely hut or in 


a bed or hammock or cage in a corner of the 


house or on the ropf. But once‘ out,’ a debu- 
tante's life is everywhere much the same. 
Everywhere at this time particular attention 
is paid to a gisl’s looks. Her coiffure is im- 
portant. Her Air is curled or puffed or put 
up.“ She begins to add to it or to wear things 
in ft. 

„The aebutante'e skin is generally im- 
proved.’ Sometimes it ia tattooed or cic- 
atrized. Sometimes it is painted, sometimes 
merely powdered. Veils are worn. Girlie are 
quite commonly protected against the sun, 
if for different reasons. 

“ Fasting or banting is often required of 
the girl—with us for the sake of her azure, 
with others for reasons more obscure. Nose, 
lip. or ear rings are generally hung at this 
times. 

Of Engaged Couples. 

On the privileges of engaged couples Mrs. 
Parsons says: 

“With us an engaged coup may dine 
together or go to the play unchaperoned. In 
a company they are seated next to each other 
at the table, nor is one asked toa party with- 
out the other. In fact, on every occasion 
they are conspicuously left alone together 
except on their wedding day, when they are 
expected to meet for the first time that day 
at the altar. 

“One sometimes questions whether this 
peculiar kind of social ostracism makes after 
all for mutual .sympathy or fellowship. A 
girl just engaged once gravely asked me 
what engaged people talked about. One re- 
guilt it does have, however, a result that all 
types of betrothal plan for in some way or 


another. Trespassers are effectively warned 


off. 

“And yet she i free to go out —untu a 
few days before her wedding. ‘After the 
marriage invitations are issued the fiancée 
does not appear m public,’ writes the author 
of ‘Sensible Etiquette.” Special precautions 
are, I suppose, necessary at thie time, for it 
ie difficult to ‘break an engagement’ after 
the wedding cards have gone out. 


Broken Engagements. 

“Tt u trying, for that matter, to break 

it at any time after it has been announced, 
People ask so many questions to nd out

the responsibility for it. Aud then people 
will take sides—even when they say of the 
disengaged couple ‘it is well they found out 
before it was too late.

Mrs. Parsons tes a musingly of the atti- 
tude of couples toward each other:

Will Offend Suftragists. 


Husbands and wives in public life must be 
as one, Mrs. Parsons affirms, and rightly. 
In the course of her remarks on this subject 
she eays things which wil offend guffragista, 
though they cannot deny them: 

“In modern Europe Kings also depend on 
queens to perform edequately what is exe 

pected of them. Do not republicane, too, 
like their présidents to be martied men? Do 
not the wives of Ehglish candidates for office 
campaign for their husbands and, although 
this English fotm of conjugal cofperation is 
still considered bad stylein the United States, 
are not American candidates always photo- 
graphed in family groups? 

Now, Just as it would be highly unconven- 
tional for the wife of’a Presbyterian clergy~- 
man to be a professing Episcopalian or ag 
nostic, it would be awkwa¢d for the queen 
of England to be an outapoken Socialist, or 
the empress of Germany an anarchist, or 
Mrs. Taft a Democrat. Would it not get their 
husbands into trouble? Indeed, ‘tact’ is ex- 
pected of even the wives of diplomats, of 


i cabinet officers, or of nnn 


still humbier. 

W the ee ee er e e ts 
be those of their kinga if diplomats and 
statesmen are held responsible for the in- 
discretionsa of their wives, why ehould not 
the wives of ordinary subjects or citizens be- 
long at least to the same political party as 
their husbamds? In fact, are not the anti- 
euffregist arguments that husbands ought to 
represent and do represent their wives en- 
titled to consideration? At any rate the suf- 
fragist should admit that she is precluded 
from political ‘rights’ thanks not to mod- 
ern. but to early man end to the status of 
the very priestess or queen che sometimes 
cites as preceden for her claim to independ- 
ence.” 


Confusion When Women Vote. 

Mrs. Parsons sees terrible confusion com- 
ing if women get the vote and are not in po- 
litical accord with their husbands: 

Indeed, since the rise of our ‘new wom- 
an marital representativeness has come to 
be so beset with dangers that some day hus- 
bands are likely to disown it In toto. Years 
ago in fact they rebelled, and with mors or 
less success, against being held responsible 
—legaliy—for a wife’s misdemeanors or debts. 
They even advertised their independence in 
the newspapers. That particular form of 
grumbling against a wife's extravagance has 
gone out of fashion, but it does not suggest a 
practical way of meeting other marital dif- 
culties, of dealing with a wife’s opinions, for 
example, so much more injurious to her hus- 
band’s reputation than her bills? ¥

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Reviewing the Symphony 


Concerts of the Season. 
| By Glenn Dillard Gunn. 


N appreciation of Chicago's twenty-second season of sym- 
phony concerts by the resident orchestra may concern itself 
gratefully with a tribute to the splendid standards of 
ensemble sustained during the last twenty-eight weeks and 

with the just recognition of the conductor's brilliant achievements. 
Mr. Stock has maintained the highest ideals of orchestral art as 
such. He has prepared and presented a series of programs that 
have been models in judicious selection and effective arrangement. 
He has discovered several notable novelties. Last and most im- 
portant contribution to the progress of the drt,’ he has given the 
native composer signal recognition. 

It is doubly grateful, therefore, to observe that in the course of 
his labors he has added materially to his own importance and 
authority asian artist. In ascribing to him a position among the 
eee eee, masters of orchestra one is not obliged to 
support so broad a claim with an appeal to mere personal enthu- 
siasm ; nor can it be ascribed to the promptings of that aggressive 
form of civic pride that expends itself in extravagant statements.

As an inspiring end resourceful inter- 
preter his attainments provoke just enthusiasm. As a patriot 
seeking to advance the cause of native art and to make Americans 
listen sympathetically to their own composers he commands sin- 
cerest respect. . 

Two programs devoted exclusively to the works of native Amer 
cans con'd not fail to attract the attention of the whole world. 
New York critics eneeringly demonstrated their fine regard 
for the artistic aspirations of their fellow countrymen—assuming 
that this type of New Yorker is a fellow countryman. But those 
who listened with open minds discovered in the symphony of 
David Stanley Smith a work worthy’ to be compared with the 
second, third, and fourth symphonies of Brahms, and in the violin 
concerto by John Powell an example of melodic inspiration and 
characterization that even in its racial aspects surpassed the 
Tschaikowsky concerto. 


Revealing a Beauty, New and Strange. 


Furthermore, this music revealed to Americans a beauty new 
and strange. For it accomplished worthy and enduring expression 
of responses to the promptings of emotional expression that may 
be called typically American. Powell sang of and for the south, 
impulsively, persuasively, eloquently. Smith discourse@ with more 
restraint of those beauties of thought and feeling typical of New 
England. Together they accomplished a rather complete expres- 
sion of American character. The other American works produced . 
in these programs supplied with undue emphasis the character- 
istic element lacking in these two serious compositions—namely : 
our love of gayety. It was most brilliantly represented In Had- 
ley’s overture In Bohemia.” 

Possibly it was as a palliative for his aggressive Americanism 
that Mr. Stock saw fit to represent the Russians rather gener- 
ously ; for the great vogue of Slavic art in this country is just 
now at that intensified height that commonly presages a decline. 
So we had three Russian : ;mphonies and only four of Beethoven. 
Brahms contributed his first and fourth, and the Schubert B 
minor, the Schumann “ Rhenish” and fourth, Dvorak’s “ New 
World,” Raff's Im Walde,“ Mozart's “Jupiter,” Brackner’s 
D minor, Cesar Franck’s D -ainor, D’Indy’s B flat major, and a 
new one by Straesser complete the list. It is not difficult to 
select those which contributed most to the musician's enjoyment. 
He would be satisfied with Beethoven, Brahms, Schubert, Dvorak, 
Franck, D’Indy, and Mozart. 

Schumann's symphonies seem destined to go the way of Raff's. 
The attempt at a revival of the latter’s Im Walde was die 
tinctly unfortunate. Bruckner we have not learned to value as 
he is valued by a small company of music lovers in his native 
Vienna. Our public likewise is not ready to appreciate D’Indy 
as the B flat symphony records bis ideals. But the popularity 
of the Franck symphony and of other works from the 
school suggests that his music will grow in ‘avor. Curiously

The big Peugeot car which Jules Goux wil! 
Erive in the race again broke its record on 
the Brooklands track in an attempt to seta 
record for six hours. Goux piloted the car 
around the Brooklands track for a single lap 
at a speed of 108.27 milesan hour, beating his 
former record of 108 miles, made in the same 
car on the same track.

The province en- 
tends from the north boundary of the United 
States to the sixtieth parallel and eastward 


to Hudson bay, comprising a superficial area 


of 252,782 square miles. This is the extent 
of the province, récently enlarged under the 
provisions of the act of the Canadian parlia- 
ment of 1931. 

The old part of the proyince, which 1 
cludes all 6f the settled district, is iteelf only 
about half settled, and this settled part is 
diyided into 101 rural municipalities (corre- 
sponding to the counties of the American 
states) and forty-four city, town, and vn 
lage munjcipalities. 

“The settled portion of Manitoba is trav- 
ersed in every direction by railway lines of 
the three great Canadian syetems—the Can- 
adian Pacific ralijdy, the Canadlan North- 
ern railway, and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway—as well as the American lines which 
enter Canada running into Winnipeg and 
Portage la Prairie—the Great Northern, the 
Northern Pacific, and 800 lines. 

The population of Manitoba is determined 
by the last census to ‘be 494,000, an increase 
of 118,000 Over the figures for 1906. In 1870 
the white population of Manitoba did not 
exceed 2,000. a 

“A considerable part of Manitoba is water 
surface, Lake Winnipeg, the largest of the 
several lakes in the province, being nearly 
the size of Lake Erie. Thü eastern part is 
park surface heavily timbered and known to 
contain a great wealth in natural resources 
as yet only begipning to feel the tide of set- 
tiement. — 

* But. counting on the so-called settled por- 
tion of Manitoba, a part that has been sur- 
veyed into farms, that is known to be arable 
and ready for cultivation, there still remains 
27,000,000 acres of arable land. Of that area. 
ecording to official figures, 16,604,000 acres 
Are occupied and 5,506,000 acres, or about 
one-sixth of the total area, ig under culti- 
vation. :

Southern Manitoba Best Settled. 


a At present Manitoba has over 20,000,000 


acres of available land capable of being put 
under plow. This land will raise wheat, No. 
1 hard, that will run from thirty Dushels or 
more to the acre. It will raise oats, bariey, 
flax, clovér, and all other grasses to perfeo- 
tion, or if intensively cultivated it will raise 
every root or fodder crop knows to the tarm- 
ers of the central and western United States.

penny absorption of the products ot the farm. 

“ Climatically, and in other respects, Man- 
itoba is suited to mixéd and dairy farming 
and market gardening, as well as to horticul- 
ture and bee culture. The soil products in 
profusion and to perfection. Yields of po- 
bushels per acre, are coral quite. ordi- 
nary in the Red river valley. 

“Winnipeg, the capital of Marittoba, and“ 
metropolis of western Canada, contains over 
one-third of the entire population of Mani- 
toba.

Central British Columbia. 


Chicago.—[Forward to the Land Bureau.] 

—Will you kindly furnish me with informa - 
tion regarding British Columbia, Canada, 
particularily the central portion, stating 
something as to the climatic conditions, what 
class of farming thie ie best adapted to; 
etc.? Also can you give me any information 
as to the town of Prince Rupert? P. M. 1. 
From official bulletin No. 22—New British 
Columbia—published by authority of the 
legislative assembly, British Columbia, de- 
scribing the undeveloped areas of the great 
central and northern interior of the province 
the followl:.¢ information is taken: 
The vast and but little known territory 
lying to the west and north of the Fraser 
river which was named by the early ex- 
plorere New Caledonia, and which now in- 
cludes the districts of Cagsiar, Cariboo, and 
the northern portion of the coast district of 
British Columbia, holds within its bound- 
aries a considerable extent of agricultural 
and pastoral land, the area of which can 
only be approximately estimated. 

“ Portions of the country lying along the 
numerous streams which drain it have been 
explored from time to time, but most of the 
work done by the engineers and surveyors 
was necessarily of such a superficial nature 
that only a small percentage of its great nat- 
ural resources has been brought to light. 

“ Sufficient has been accomplished, how- 
ever, to establish the fact that central Brit- 
ish Columbia contains many hundred thou- 
sands of acres of land capable of supporting 
a large population when it shall be opened 


established farming country. Telephone and 


electric light plants are installed in all the 
towne and most of the Villages, and the 
Schools, units of the system that has been 
called the best public school gystem in the 
world, are to be found everywhere. 

“The climate of Manitoba is considered 
preferable in every respect by settlers from 
the United. States to that Which they have 
left, behind. Instead of three months of 
gloomy, raw, uncomfortable spring and fall 
seasons. „March, November, and 
December, the winter sets in suddenly in 
Manitoba, snow falling usually about the ist 
of December, after a long and. glorious 
autumn. 

“The depth to which snow falls on the 
prairies: will average about one foot. This 
snow lies without thawing throughout the 
entire winter, The sleigh takes the place of 
the wheel and the sun rises in a clear sky for 
months without a break. One or two storms 
make up the Winter's experiences, and from 
day to day the thermometer ranges from sero 
to 25 above, There are usually cold snaps, 
from time to time, between Christmas and 
Feb. 15, when the temperature may drop as 
bow a8 an extreme 4 degrees below zero, but 
these de not last many Gays and with such 
exceptions outdoor work and in the city 
_ bulléing operations, brick laying, etc., go on 
without tnterruption.

tent, possibilities, and potentialities of this 
vast region in a brief space; and, indeed, 
were every available item of information 
which exists in regard to it set down in de- 
tail there would still be much lacking. 


Variety of Climate. 

The principal reports on the country. are 
those made by George M. Dawéon, C. M. G., 
LL. D., F. R. &., late director of the geo- 
logical survey of Canada; George D. Corri- 
gan, D. L. S., and John Strathern, P. I. A.. 
who were employed by the provinclal govern- 
ment. There are others of more recent date 
contained in the body of thie bulletin. An 
these reports agree as to the one important 
fact that a considerable portion of the coun. 
try is not only fitted for habitation but well 
adapted to agricultural pursuits of diverse 
character, some districts offering exceptional 
advantages to the cattleman, while others 
are suited to the needs of the dairyman and 
mixed farming. 

Dr. Daweon estimated that 31.800 square 
miles of the great Peace river valley would 
be found available for agriculture and stock 
raising, and bis opinion has been confirmed 
by Prof. John Macoun, who states further 
that at lest 10,000 square miles of these rich 
lands lie within the boundary of British 
Columbia. 

“In a region so vast, stretching from the 
fifty-second to the sixtieth degree of north 
latitude, a variety of climate 18 encountered. 
In the south and along the coast the climate 
ia mild and the rainfall so heavy ase to pre- 
clude the ripening of wheat, but vegetables 
of all Kinds and small fruita grow in great 
perfection and profusion. 

On the coast the snowfall is not so great, 
but at the headwaters of the rivers, in the 
foothilig of the coast range, it is much 
heavier. 

After crossing the coast range the et. 
mate is dryer and the winters are colder, in 
the morth the mercury sometimes falling to 
40 degrees below sero, but the cold ia not 
so prolonged as it is east of the Rocky 
mountains, the chinook winds which blow 
over the land at intervals moderating the 


temperature to a apringlike degree, Such 


is the effect of these warm winds that at 
many places settlers allow their cattle to 
roam at large all winter and forage for them- 
selves, and they are invariably found to 
be in Arat class condition in the spring.

I-want to give 
my hens plenty of green es, as I under- 
stand it makes them lay and I want to save 
labor and expense in supplying it. Any in- 
formation wilt be appreciated.

Answer: It ie best to feed green cut bone fresh. 
It may be kept for a week during cold weather, 
but from now on it is not advisable to buy more 
than what can be used at once or two feeds. Dur- 
ing hot weather green cut bone is apt to poll over 
night.. {2] You can purchase a bone cutter, which 
is mace with power attachment. ft would pay you 
‘to Duy a cutter of your own, you are then sure of 
having fresh cut bones When you need it. You 
will find it cheaper in the jong run. 

Pouttry Editor Tribune: What will I feed 
young incubator chicks? I am feeding them 
on gornmeal soaked in water. [2] Is it wise 
to let the clicks stand in their drinking water;

Of the possibilities of growing alfalfa and 


the raising of hogs and poultry in central 


Alberta, a booklet: issued by the Central

“ Alfalfa has not yet been grown to any 
large extent, but a large number of farmers, 
particularly in the neighborhood of Bdmon- 
ton and Strathcona, are trying this crop in a 
mall way and have demonstrated beyond 
doubt that conditions are eminently suited 


to alfalfa, and the acreage under this cro 


is likely to increase rapidly. 
In a country with such great advantages 
for d&irying, hog raibing naturally comes in 
for a good deal of attention.

This holds good even for the Sunday best 
gowns. Here you may indulgein the sheerest 
of handkerchief linen or mull, exquisite Val- 
enciennes lace or Swiss embroideries, but 
they. are used sparingly, s there is no look 
of the Christmas fairy as a model. 

Always shrink the materſal for a child's 
‘cotton or liften frock.” It may not look quite 

so “pretty at first; but as the gown goes 
1 the tub after first wearing, what does 
that weigh? The good are more easily 
preseed if they are laid in boiling water in 
the folds, the water pressed out by the hands, 
or by running through the loose wringer. 
Then open and pin along the selvedgt to the 
elothés lie. Press while still damp with a 
moderately hot fron. 

Colored goods should be set befére mak- 
ing up. This is ‘best done by ‘soaking five . 
hours in strong salt water, a heaping kitchen 
cuptul to a pail of cold water. Sugar of lead 
‘is ever better, Dissolve an ounce of sugar 
of lead in two gallons of water and let the 
material soak over night. 

Remember sugar of lead is deadly poison. 
Pour the solution down the drain and keep 
it out of reach of the childreh during the 
“color setting“ Rinse the goods well in cold 
water, especiaily for tiny children who chew 
wey frocks.

Allow for Growing Room. 


In making up a frock for the little ones 
allow growing room This means deeper 
| seams than one would take for a “ grown- 
up.“ a deep hem im one piece frocks, and 
where the skirt is joined to a band a turn 
down of two inches to the skirt. or several 
tucks above the hem. Set the belt above the 
waist line, so that the next season if the 
waist must be lengthened it is easily done by 
se Wing it to the upper edge of the beit and 
‘joining the lengthened skirt to the lower 
edge. 

Sleeves can be set in with a turn down— 
unless the material is sheer—-nd should have 
henis instead of facinga 
More allowance should be made for grow- 
ing in white frocks thah in the colored cot- 
ton ones, as with the most careful washing 
their life.with the average child is little more 
than two seasons, while the white gown can 
be worn three or four years. 

An easy way to lengthen a good white dress 
is by strips of lace insertion, run around 
skirt, sleeves, and waist. To do this baste 
closely the top of each line of insertion, cut 
uway the material, leaving an eighth of an 
inch for turned back steam. Turn back a 
similar seam on the cut section of the frock, 
set it under the other edge of the insertion, 
baste carefully, and stitch both edges or run 
blos sly by hand. When the frock is hand 
made, crease a line where the ingertion is 
to go, cut, and join the insertion “7 rolied, 
overcast seam.

i. which I have never seen 
those who have trouble in 
ad. Any kind of flour will 
bread. Good bread flour is 
not pure white; when pressed in the hand 
it. will dot adhere, but when the hand is 
opened the flour will fall apart like grains 
of sand. Flour that can be squeezed in the 
hand into a compact masse is pastry flour. 
I have never had any difficulty in making 
good bread if the flour was bread flour. 
put my cake of compressed yeast to 
soak in @ cup ok lukewarm water. While it 
is soaking J. sift my flour and salt and a 
tablespoon of sugar, and a cup of freshly 
cooked potatges; then pour in the yeast 
and water, and as much more warm water 
as is needed—about @ coffee cup for each 
quart of flour~making it the thickness of 
bread ready for the pans.

‘Thank you for this recipe, which differs 
from any of the many others that have 
been sent in for tutti frutti cake, which 
by the way, literally’ translated from the 
Italian, signifies all fruits. You do not 
state how long the icing should boil, but I 
suppose it is until it spins a thread as is the 
case with other icings made by bolling. The 
suggestion as to tartaric acid or citric acid 
should be followed with great caution, as 
even a little of thie may be too much and 
spoll the cake. If you use lemon juice you 
can counteract the softening effect by 
putting a trifle more sugar to the proportion 
of liquid or reducing the amount of water. 
This, cake may de beautifully garnished 
with cherries and stripes of angelica.

Taste in Cloves. 


Taste should be used as discriminately in 
the wearing of, gloves as in the wearing ot 
hats or shoes. It is just as bed taste to wear 
long white gloves on a shopping expedition 
as it would be to wear an opera cap on such 
an occasion.. And soiled white gloves at any 
time are as distressing as a solled waist er 
shees in need of a shine. 

There is a eatisfaction and a confidence in 
knowing that your hands are properly gloved 
that is well worth the little effort keeping 


“one’s gloves in order may entail. 


I know a business man so firm in the belief 
that the glove is an index toa woman's char- 
acter that he will not engage a girl who ap- 
plied to him with sofled or unkempt looking 
gloves. 

The business girl should pay just as much 
attention to the gloves she wears to business 
as to the gloves she wears for dress. 

Be careful not to wear gloves that are too 
tight. . They ruin the beauty of the hands by 
hindering the eirculation. In fact, any wear- 
ing apparel which impedes circulation, such 
as tight cersets. closely fitting sleeves, or 
' tends to distend the veins of 
the hands and imparts to them à ved, puffy 
appearance. 

White gloves make one’s hands. appear 
larger, while black gloves have the opposite 
tenOency. Nothing makes the hands look 
so awkward and deformed as short fingered 
gloves. When you buy gloves. have them 
fitted. The experienced glove. saleswonian 
ean often tell better than you can the style of 
glove best suited to your hands and the size 
you should wear. 

It is false economy to buy cheap gloves. ; 
One pair of a good, rellable make of glove 
will outlast two cheap pairs and will keep 
their shape and lock better during the wear- 
ing. 

Another foolish glove economy women per- 
sist in is taking a last wear cut of soiled 
white gloves before they are sent to the: 
cleaners. The result is the gloves require 
more-rubbing to get them clean and conse- 
quently wear out much more quickly. White 
gloves will last much longer if they are not 
allowed to get black before cleaning. 

The hands, if not the most important; at 
least are the most conepicuous of all the 
members of the human body. Aside from 
their own beauty and ugliness they perform 
a wonderfully importamt part in completing 
a woman's beauty. So wherever possible 
the beauty of the hands may be preserved 
or encouraged by the wearing of gloves they 
should be worn.

Protection in Hot W eather, 


Rubber gloves afford great protection for 
the woman who does housework, especiaily 
in winter. It is well not to wear them too 
long at a time, however, as they are apt to. 
draw, the hands. g . 

No other way of keeping bands from be- 
ing tanned and freckled has been discovered 
than by wearing gloves—ndt * kid « gloves, 
which ruin so quickly by perspiration, but: 
cool, serviceable, fine thread gloves with long 
wrists, Which keep the hands from.dust and 
sunburn. 

Nothing is 80 ** for thp skin in warm 
weather as the smooth thread gloves or the. 
real lisle with silk finish, They keep the 
hands cool and can be washed often.. And 
you should not put on a pair of ‘gloves or 
stockings a second time without washing. 

One can find gloves at 10 or.15 cents a pair 
that will, protect the hands when sweeping, 
dusting, cleaning silverware, or tending sick 
people. -Smooth, well groomed hands are 
worth the few dollars a year spent on gloves 
to protect them. 

Men who drive their own cars and men 
whosg work entails the handling of tools 
should wear leather gloves to save them 
from cuts and bruises.’ A man is more com- 
fortabie if he sits down to read his paper with 
a pair of hands free from grime, callous, or 
blood bruises, and he fs just as honest and 
manly for being in trim. ' 

Large, loose fitting gloves should be worn. 
at night after almond oll, olive oil, cold 
cream. or any glove paste has been applied 


to the hands. 


In any work or play where the hands cothe | 
in contact with the hands of other people or 
where they are obliged to touch any unclean 
substances, gloves should protect them. 

The gloves need not make the hands un- 
comfortable; they need only be thick enough 
for a covering. The fingers of the gloves 
should not be cut off, for it is the firiger tips 
of the hands which are the moet-sensitive to 
conte gion. 


Glove fingers should never be put into the 


mouth under any circumstances. Some peo- 
ple pull off their gloves in that manner. Dan- 
ger lurks in the finger ends of gloves. Just 
think of all the things they touch.

Pott ed plants sunk in a boxful of moss can 
be used, or else the flowers and vines can 
be planted directly in the soll. If the moss 
filled box is used the plants can be changed 
from time to time without much trouble, but 
possibly they do better when they are rooted 
in the soil of the box. 

A meta] box is suitable for holding the moss. 
but wood makes the best box in which flowers 
are to be planted directly. Cypress, authori- 
ties say, is the best wood, and although it 
costs a little more to begin with it outlasts 
any other kind. 

The soil should be rich—the smaller the 
box the richer the soll must be. The bottom 
of the box should be punctured with inch 
wide holes in several places, and bits of 
broken flower pots should be 80 arranged 
over these holes as to make good drainage 
sure. Rith soil can be bought from a florist, 
or it can be brought from the woods in bags 
or boxes. “Wood soil should generally be 
mixed with sand for use in winter boxes:

How! Water Will Boil and ind Bubble 


Until it Becomes a Mass of Ice. 


AT may be boiled and frozen both 

at the same time. The idea is a 

tte startling, but the explanation 

is Simiple enough. The temperature 

at which water boils depen*s purely on the 

air pressure of its surface. f the air pressure 

is high the water must be made a good deal 

hotter i bell than is necessary at low pres- 
sure. 

On | mountains where the air pressure is 


lower thin at sea level water boils easily at 


Ion temperature. In cooking vegetables of all 
kinds a certain degree of heat is required, and 
where water boils before that vegetables won't 
cook. ‘Consequently, they have to be put in a 
closed boiler so that the generated steam will 


create pressure for the water to boil beyond 
the required temperature. 

For an experimental proof of this fact the 
water is placed in a vessel and the ait ex- 
hausted above the surface of the water. As 
the process of pumping goes on the water will 
boil violently, the steam congealing on the 
sides of the exhaust vessel. If the pumping 
is continued long enough and the outside is 
cooled below the freezing point of the water, 
the water will continue boiling and bubbling 
until it is a mass of ice. 

This fact is made use of in estimating the 
height of mountains. At sea level water 
boils at 212 degrees Fahrenheit. This prin- 
ciple does not apply to water alone but to all 
liquids. 


Nature Never on the Water Wagon; 
Always Trying to Get Alcohol. 


F vou are really and truly a total abstainer 
and do not waat to eat anything in which 
there is alcoho] then you must confine 
yourself to salt rising bread, for it is a tem- 

pera nee food from the beginning. In ordinary 
bread the yeast causes a fermentutivo aud al 
cohol and carbonic gas are formed, and whik 
tite. gas raises the bread some of the alcohol, 
but not all, escapes in the baking. But salt 
rising bread is not raised by a yeast but by a 
bacillus. This same bacillus causes the release 
of gases, chiefly hydrogen, which raise the 
Dread, but no touch of alcohol is invelved in 
its production. 


Nature apparently seems anxious to pro- 
duce alcohol on the slightest provocation. 
With jam, as every housewife knows, if the 
least bit of air enters a fermentation sets up 
and alcohol is formed. Then there is the 
harmless glass of grape juice, which if left for 
a little while will turn into wine. Even a 
dish of sugared fruit will greet one in a short 
time with a tingling flavor of alcohol, and « 
simple bottle of milk, if given a touch of yeast, 
will turn into a purely alcoholic beverage 
called koaumyss.

Jugs That Whistle Like Birds. 


T seems that the potters of ancient Peru 
manufactured some ingenious musica] in- 
struments. “ Whistling jugs” they are 
called when they are placed in a collection 

of antiquities. “ Silvadoes they named them 
in the old days. Specimens of them are ob- 
tained from century eld burial places in Peru. 

One of these consists of two vases, the bod- 

des joined closely one to the oth with a in- 
gir narrow opening between. The neck of one 


ne of these vases is closed with the exception of a 


small opening, in which a clay pipe is iusert- 
ed. The closed neck of this double vessel 
is modeled to represent a bird’s head. 

When a liquid is poured into the open 
necked vase the air is compressed into the 
other, and in escaping through the narrow 
opening is forced into the whistle and the 
vibration produces sound. Many of these 
sonnds represent the notes of birds: one in the 
collection of the British museum imitates the 
notes of the robin and some other members of 
the thrush tribe peculiar to Peru.

„ OW old was Methuselah? Nine hun- 
dred and sixty-nine years is the age 
which, from our earliest youth, we 
have been accustomed to assign the 

patriarch. Scientific research abroad, . how- 
ever, bas reduced these imposing figures to 
seventy-eight and. three-quarters years! 

The experts point out that there bas al- 
ways existed a certain amount of doubt, even 
Among orthodox believers, in the literal truth 
of the Bible concerning the great age to which 
the patriarchs attained. Many theories have 
been evolved to reduce the biblical records 
of this kind to something near the allotted 
span of man. 

It has been surmised that, in the earliest 
times, the monther—the period of a moon 
cycle—was called a year. Thus, Adam's 930 
years of life, calculating a year at twenty-nine 
and one-half days, the length of a lunar 
Month, works out to seventy-five and one 
quarter years. After the month year there 
would appear to have come a five month year, 
the limit of five being derived from the fingers

Old Age, After All, Is Only a Bug; 
That’s Why the Birds Lge Long. 


T seems that according to most recent dis- 
coveries old age is not a natural result of 
years, but is a microbe. At least this is 
claimed by the scientist Metchnikoff of 

the Pasteur institute in Paris. 

It is not necessary that people should feel 
burdened with years and graw feeble and ex- 
hausted as the months roll into years. All 
that ie due to a microbe in the body, and 


when science can once discover the antitoxin 


whieh can successfully combat the poisonous 
effects of the microbe we cen live on, perhaps 
not longer, but without any discomfort until 
‘the. end comes. He bases his theory on his 
observations of mammals as compared with 
birds. 

A dog or @ horse, for instance, shows dis- 
tinct signs of senility. They grow feeble and 


decrepit and break down in every way. But 
birds do not. A duck that is 20 years old 
shows no signs of advanced age. Parrots re- 
main for long years in a youthful state and 
retain their brilliant plumage. In the case 
of & parroguet which according to reliable in- 
formation ig 70 to 75 years old, it is imposai- 
ble to recognize old age, so entirely normal is

Last year Harriman was made coach of the 
freshman crew for the season. A small revolu- 
tion took place in Yale rowing, as well as in 
other branches of athletics, the veteran John 
Kennedy was deposed as coach, and graduate 
coaching was established. Harriman assumed 
charge of the 1915 squad in the fall, and 
evinced his progressiveness by taking a trip 
to England during the winter, studying the 
English stroke, and returning to America a 
month later with a clear idea of it. 

The crew he coached came the nearest of 
winning a race for Yale of any of the ill fated 
Eli boats that fought Harvard over the 
Thames waves last June. | 

Last fall Harriman was made head coach 
of the Yale crew for, the present year, and 
with his companion coach, Jim Rodgers, he 
has just returned from England, where he 
spent a month at Oxford, in London, and at 


‘Cambridge, studying rowing methods. He has 


given more time to Yale rowing and has spent 
more money in studying it as a science than 


any other Yale coach or oarsman, except Bob 


Cook, who was in England several months

Motherhood a Neglected Vocation. 

The operations. of this college for mothers were re- 
cently explained in detail by Mrs. Owen, who is in charge 
of the educational program. 

„ Motherhood,” Mra. Owen said, “is the most neglected 
vocation of all. We seem to take it for granted that in- 
stinct alone will guard mothers and enable them to give 
the best training to their children.. This is not so. There 
is as much need for a scientific training for motherhood 
as there is for training for other professions. 

A mother frequently wakes ap on a morning to find 
that she bas lost all influence over her daughter. She is 
at a loss to account for it. She thinks she has been a 
good mother. Well. she may have been a good enough

During last week several inquiries have come 

to Tur Tripune asking for information as 

to the attitude the American suffragists 

maintain toward their English sisters in the 
cause. 

Mone of the large suffrage associations in 
the state of IMinois has taken an official 
stand for er against the English militants. 
However, the leaders in the movement do not 
hesitate to freely discuss the English situa- 
tion in an informal way. There.seems to be 
no trace of approval or liking for the violent 
actions that have marred the suffrage cause 


in England, and there is seldom an expres- 
sion of strong disapproval, for few women in 
the United States are entirely conversant 


with all tne facts which might explain the 


extraordinary shuffling and inconsistency 
which has marked the general treatment of 
the suffragets by the British government. 
Therefore they feel they have no right to 
judge the English women. 

A certain number, however, do condemn 
the latest actions of the English suffragets. 
However, it does not have the effect of in- 
fluencing them to stop work for the cause. 
On the contrary, there is a spirit of increased

a Helpful Organization. 


ELIEVING that saving the babies 

means insuring and improving the tu- 

ture of the race, many Chicago 

women are taking an active part in 
the Infant Welfare society. 

The society has established a number of 
stations. Each station is in charge of a 
trained nurse who keeps a record of all the 
babies under her care. At stated times each 
week conferences are held under the direc- 
tion of a physician. Babies are brought to 
these conferences and are weighed and ex- 
amined. Many children do not thrive be- 
cause they are poorly fed or given the wrong 
kind of milk. It is the business of the nurse 
to explain to the ignorant rather than care- 
less mother what the matter is in these cases. 

Between conferences the station nurse vis- 
ite the homes of her district to see that in- 
structions are followed out and to advise thé 
mother in caring for her baby under the con- 
ditions prevailing in a large city. 

Speaking of this work Dr. Fvans says: 
“The Infant Welfare society, in my judg- 
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ment, is one of the most potent factors in 
the reduction of infant mortality and the 
decrease of sickness of children which are 
taking place in Chicago. The relief of in- 
fant needs is combined with social service 
to an exceptional degree. Of the agencies 
which are working to improve the stock and 
to better the environment of the people of 
this city, I do not know of any that is more 
to be commended than the Infant Welfare 
society.”

The Small Share of the Poor 


HE contrast, however, between our 

public charities and private char- 

ity associations presents an unpleasant 

condition. No less an authority than 

the Commissioner of Charities for the 

City of New York recently said of the 
private charitable agencies: 

“T come into close contact with pri- 
vate philanthropic organizations in this 
city, and according to what I see a large 
percentage of the money some of them 
collect goes not to the poor but to pay 
salaries to the charity workers.” 

The recent committee on congestion 
of population in New York City re- 
ported that the 3,500 private charitable 
societies of the greater city collect $20,- 
000,000 a year from citizens and from 
charitable society endowments. On the 
other hand, an estimate made by a mem- 
ber of the Charity Organization Society 
is that only $600,000 of this huge total 
goes to poor people in distress. Think 
of it! A difference of $19,400,000! 
This ought to be looked into as some- 
thing imperative. 

If the Department of Pusiic Chari- 
ties had such a record, it would be

The center of the international spy-system is 
in Brussels. Indeed you might say that Brussels 
is the clearing-house for all the treasons of 
Europe. On this neutral territory the traitors 
of all nations meet in relative security. They 
frequent the great hotels of the lower town and 
the darker taverns and inns near the railway sta- 
tions, They are in touch with their embassies and 
ministries and with the naval and military at- 
tachés. They may be officers of rank in their own 
armies, like “Léopoldus.” There are women 
among them, adventuresses with a genius for in- 
trigue and a love for it. All nations and all races 
are represented in this grim world of treason. 


No one of the great powers is any better than the other. Each has its organized 


spy-service, and one is not baser than the other. As you shall see. For it is in- 
teresting — is it not? — to go down for a little while into this somber and for- 
midable world of infamy and intrigue, of treason and murder, with, now and 
then, its distorted heroisms and its dingy romances. . | 
When in mid-January I reached Brussels there was keen activity in the spy- 


world, but a keener fear. No one rogue— though for years they had trafficked 


in treason like brothers — trusted the other. By reason of a journalistic expe- 
rience that went back to the Dreyfus days — the days of Cuers — I had a number 
of acquaintances among them; but at first it was hard to make head-way. 
Never in a dozen years has fear lain so heavily on the fierce, unscrupulous band 
of professional spies. The reason was this: The contre-espionage was being re- 
lentlessly carried on by every great power; German spies were being bribed to 
deliver their agents to England, French spies were being bought over by Ger- 
many, and so on. What could a poor rogue of aspy do? In what agent could he 
trust ? 


is German jails and fortresses in the month of January were five English 
spies. Three of them were officers'in the English army. A fourth was a bar- 
rister, but also an officer in the territorials. They had gone blithely into Germany 
to spy out the land — its forts and dockyards, its troops and munitions of war. 
They had been sent by the War Office to a well accredited agent in Brussels; he 
had sent them on their way, and betrayed them one after the other to the Ger- 
man authorities. In that same month a German officer, the Baron von Schéenebeck, 
who was working in the interest of France, was delivered over to the authorities 
at the German frontjer; he had been sold by the French agent in Brussels. A

HE SCIENTIFIC STUDY OF 
sleep, particularly as showing the 
close relationship between dreams 
and disease, has resulted within the 
Past few years in discoveries of 
great practical importance. No less 
‘Important are the discoveries that 
have been made through the investigation — as yet 
only in its beginnings—of the peculiar semi- 
waking, semi-sleeping condition that immediately 
precedes and immediately follows actual sleep. 

Most people have next to no knowledge of this 
“borderland state,” for the reason that it is usually 
so fleeting as to be inappreciable. But careful exper- 
iment ‘and observation have demonstrated its exist- 
ence; and, moreover, it is now known that instead of 
being a merely passive condition, it often is char- 
acterized by a degree of mental activity that makes 
an understanding of it peculiarly interesting. 

Through its investigation much new light has 
been thrown on the nature of those weird hal- 
lucinations frequently experienced by normal, 
healthy persons, and taking the form of phan- 
tasms of the living or the dead; such as, for ex- 
ample, the “ghost” seen by Lewis C. Bruce, while 
spending a night in a lonely Scotch farmhouse,

OMPARE with this the extraordinary experi- 
ence of an Englishman, John E. Husbands, as 
a guest at a hotel in Madeira. He had gone to bed, 
one bright moonlight night, and had been sleep- 
ing for some time when, precisely like Mr. Bruce, 
he awoke with a feeling that somebody was in the 
room with him.
